During 1947 “our ambassador 
to China, John Leighton Stuart, 
reported that much of the com- 
munist strength in China was in 
proportion to the inefficiency and 
corruption of Chiang’s govern- 
ment. ‘“‘One can be reasonavly 
certain that with sufficient evi- 
dence of competent statesmanship 
the government could recover its 
hold alike on the intellectuals and | 
the masses.’’ But that time has 
passed. 


The Truman administration 
tried again with another mission 
in July 1947, under General Wed- 
emeyer. He personally criticized 
the Nationalist government for its 
corrupt officials, the rich business 
men who were benefiting from the 
war, and stupid leadership which 
thought force more effective than 
long-needed reforms. This only 
resulted in criticism of United 
States policy by Chiang. 


From December 1947 the mili- 
tary disintegration of Nationalist 
China proceeded rapidly, until two 
years later nothing but Formosa 
remains now to Chiang. 


The Wedemeyer Report 
Successive secretaries of state 
have for the past six years re- 
ceived reports that indicted Chiang 
and his Kuomintang government. 
The party is accused of being con- 
servative cliques interested essen- 
tially in the preservation of their 
own power, jockeying for position 
among themselves. The Wede- 
meyer report deserves attention 
if only for the fact that its embar- 
rassing frankness caused its sup- 
jression for two years. Wede- 
meyer describés steady deteriora- 
tion in the physical resources of 
China, the breakdown in trans- 
portation, factory and coal produc- 
tion, seriously affecting the basic 
economy of the country. Chiang’s 
Kuomintang party appears to have 
been unwilling to face the issues. 
And hopes for a “third force’’ or 
middle-of-the-road party were im- 
possible. Progressive or liberal 
elements were consistently ex- 
cluded from the Kuomintang.
